ORDER 

(Passed on this 27th day of October 1998) 

This case relates to a proposal received from Cochin 
Port Trust about revision of licence fee for Jetties & Piers, 
Slipways and Boatpen. 

2. The Cochin Port Trust had been collecting the licence 
fee with effect from 10-8-76 as under : 


(In Rs. per annum) 

(i) Jetties & Piers 206,00 

(ii) Slipways 181.00 

(iii) Boatpen 86.00 

3. The Board of Trustees of the Port Trust, vide their 

Resolution No. 23 dated 14-6-96, resolved to revised the 
licence fee with effect from 1-7-96 as under : 


(i) Jetties & Piers 

(ii) Slipways 

(iii) Boatpen 

Additional fee 
for belated 
payment of licence 
fee. 


(In Rs. per annum) 
2000.00 
1500.00 
800.00 

Rs. 50/ per Jetty, slipway, 
Boatpen, etc, per month 
or part there of shall be 
levied from the date of 
expiry of the validity 
period of previous 
licence. 


In addition to the above, an inspection fee at Rs. 500/- 
in respect of each Jetty/Slipway was proposed to be levied 
on each applicant. 

4. The Cochin Port Trust had sent the above proposal to 
the Government on 6-8-98. However, the Port Trust started 
collecting the revised charges with effect from 1-7-96 in an¬ 
ticipation of Government’s approval. 

5. The Vypin Jetty and Slipway Owners Association filed, 
a petition (O.P. No. 13657) before the Hon’ble High Court 
of Kerala against the enhancement of licence fees. The 
Hon’ble Court passed the judgment on 30-9-96 and directed 
the petitioners to pay 50% of the enhanced rate as an interim 
arrangement. The High Court also took note of their petition 
before the Chairman and directed that the Chairman would 
consider the same and pass appropriate orders in accordance 
with law. 
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6. The Ports Wing in the Ministry processed the pro¬ 
posal mentioned in para (3) above. The Ports Wing took cog¬ 
nizance of the Court verdict but did not spell out the course 
of action for its implementation. Instead of waiting for a fresh 
proposal from COPT in the light of Court verdict, it sent the 
proposal to its Finance Wing which cleared it on 22-4-97. 
The file was referred to Chairman, TAMP, who recorded the 
note that the proposal was approved by the Authority in its 
meeting held on 14 May 1997. A Notification to this effect 
was issued by Ports Wing on 8 July 1997. 

7. On the basis of the Court judgement, Chairman, COPT, 
held discussions with representatives of the petitioners, Vypin 
Jetty and Slipway Owners Association on 4-6-97. After de¬ 
tailed discussions, the petitioners agreed for an enhancement 
of the rates by 250% from the rates existing earlier and also 
to an annual enhancement in rates of 5%. The following agree¬ 
ment was reached. 

Revised rates 
(Per annum) 

“(i) (a) Jetties & Piers Rs. 515.00 

(b) Slipways Rs. 453.00 

(c) Boatpen Rs. 215.00 

(ii) In addition to the above, an inspection fee of 

Rs. 250/- is to be levied in respect of each Jetty/ 
slipway from each applicant as Port’s Survey/Ma¬ 


rine staff will have to be engaged for site inspec¬ 
tion using Port’s launches before according sanc¬ 
tion for new construction. 

(iii) The rate will be effective from 1-7-96. 

(iv) As the matter is subjudice, the late fee of Rs. 20/- 
will not be charged for the period from 1-7-96 to 
31-7-97. 

(v) The excess amount by those who paid the fees at 
the enhanced rate of Rs. 2,000/- and Rs. 1,000/- 
(as per Court directive) will be adjusted against 
payment due, in subsequent years and not re¬ 
funded.” 

8. The Port Trust sent the above proposal to this 
Authority for approval. This was considered by the Author¬ 
ity in its meeting held on 27 October 1998 and was approved 
as described in paragraph-7 above. 

9. On the basis of legal opinion received by it, the Gov¬ 
ernment had advised that the Authority could give retrospec¬ 
tive effect to its orders in certain specific cases. In this case, 
since the rates have to be revised downward with reference 
to the Court’s order retropectively with effect from 1 July 
1996, the Authority gives effect to its order retrospectively 
form 1 July 1996.
